REMARKS. 


If we examine the preceding pages, it will be seen that 
there is still room for improvement in our schools. The 
average attendance is far below what it should be. No child 
who is expected to attend school should be allowed to be 
absent for a single day, or hour even, unless too sick to 
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attend ; otherwise we cannot expect to receive the full value 
of the appropriation made for school purposes. Then, again, 
the astonishing number of tardy marks recorded during the 
past school year, it seems to us, might be diminished, if the 
powers behind the teacher were well enforced. This is a per- 
nicious habit. Prompt to the minute, should be the student’s 
motto. No empty seats in school hours; no coming in late 
and disturbing the school and delaying its work, should be 
allowed. The services of better teachers, we think, than 
those employed the past year, has seldom been secured; they 
well deserved to have been better supported in trying to 
remedy the two evils mentioned above, which are not fully 
within their control. The committee have discouraged the 
too kindly habit of some teachers in prompting pupils who 
hesitate in pronouncing the harder words in reading, but 
instead have recommended that they require the words to be 
syllabled by the learner, and thus their correct pronunciation 
will be found; and most of our teachers, acting on this hint, 
have improved the reading in all our schools very much. We 
have now more classes that can take the floor and read with- 
out bemg prompted, and more good readers, than we have 
ever met before. Spelling and defining have been successfully 
practised, arithmetical problems have been promptly per- 
formed, recitations have been very good in all the other 
studies pursued in our schools, and many of them remarkably 
so. When visited by the committee, the deportment of the 
children has been very pleasant to witness. 

During the autumn of last year several of our schools 
were visited by Mr. A. J. Phipps, who is connected with the 
State Board of Education, who expressed himself well pleased 
with our schools and school-buildings. We accept as an 
omen for good the very remarkable number of visitors in the 
schools during the past year, — three hundred and fourteen ; 
not all different persons, but all different visits.
